INTRODUCTION 


The  Montana  Legislative  Council  publishes  the  Directory  of  Interim 
Committees  as  a  summary  reference  to  the  study  assignments,  interim 
committee  memberships,  and  staff  of  interim  legislative  committees. 

The  Committee  on  Priorities  considers  requests  for  interim  studies 
based  on  resolutions,  bills,  and  letters  from  standing  committees 
and  individual  legislators.   From  among  more  than  55  requests  con- 
sidered at  the  end  of  the  1975  session,  the  Committee  on  Priorities 
assigned  21  topics  to  eight  committees  for  study. 

Three  types  of  interim  committees  have  been  assigned  studies :  eight 
member  interim  committees  composed  of  members  appointed  by  the 
chairman  of  the  respective  House  and  Senate  standing  committee; 
special  joint  interim  committees  composed  of  members  from  more  than 
one  standing  committee  in  each  house ;  and  select  committees  com- 
posed of  members  appointed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  and  Majority 
Floor  Leader  of  the  Senate.   All  interim  committees  are  bipartisan. 
In  addition  to  the  interim  committees,  the  Joint  Rules  Committee 
meets  during  the  interim  to  consider  assigned  topics. 

Each  committee  makes  its  own  study  and  final  recommendations  for 
presentation  to  the  next  legislature.   Approval  of  recommendations 
by  the  Legislative  Council  or  a  full  standing  committee  is  not  re- 
quired. 

Staff  assistance  for  interim  studies  is  provided  by  the  Legislative 
Council. 

An  outline  of  the  interim  committees  and  the  topic  assigned  to- 
gether with  a  descriptive  summary  and  committee  staff  follows. 
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SUBCOMMITTEE  ON 
WINE  AND  LIQUOR  RETAILING 


Study  assigned: 

Retailing  of  liquor  and  wine. 


The  Department  of  Revenue  now  retails  liquor  and  wine  in  stores 
throughout  the  state  returning  both  tax  revenues  and  profits  from 
the  operation  to  the  general  fund.   The  assigned  study  contem- 
plates a  thorough  investigation  of  marketing  alternatives  to  find 
an  alternative  that  would  assure  no  reduction  from  the  amount  of 
revenue  realized  under  the  present  system,  would  recognize  the 
State's  obligation  to  the  Liquor  Division  employees,  and  would 
better  serve  the  consumer.   The  subcommittee  is  to  draft  a  bill 
to  implement  an  acceptable  alternative  should  one  be  found.   The 
study  derives  from  Senate  Joint  Resolution  No.  6  and  a  letter  from 
Senator  Stephens  to  the  Committee  on  Priorities  dated  April  2,  197  5

Studies  assigned: 

Priority  1.   Study  judicial  districts  regarding  additional 

judges,  work  loads,  and  the  question  of  a  unified 
court  system  in  consultation  with  the  Bar  Asso- 
ciation, the  Task  Force  on  Courts  of  the  Crime 
Control  Commission  and  the  Supreme  Court  Admin- 
istrator. 

Priority  2.  Study  the  question  of  sovereign  immunity  as  it 
relates  to  insurance,  self -insurance,  and  what 
limitations  that  might  be  made. 

Priority  3.   Study  the  concept  of  privacy  protection  against 
government  including  acts  in  other  states,  the 
federal  government,  and  Senate  Bill  No.  38  9  and 
Senate  Bill  No.  400. 

Senate  Bill  No.  204,  Senate  Bill  No.  228,  and  House  Bill  No.  605 
as  introduced  would  have  added  judicial  positions  in  areas  where 
case  loads  or  considerations  of  distance,  or  both,  create  a  problem 
in  the  delivery  of  judicial  services.   The  Senate  Judiciary  Com- 
mittee felt  a  need  for  a  more  comprehensive  approach  than  these 
bills  represented  and  requested  a  study  to  result  in  a  plan  for 
reorganization  of  Montana's  system  of  judicial  districts.   The 
Committee  on  Priorities  assigned  the  study  and  advised  the  sub- 
committee to  consult  with  the  Montana  Bar  Association,  the  Task 
Force  on  Courts  of  the  Criminal  Justice  Advisory  Council,  and  the 
Court  Administrator. 

As  a  second  priority,  the  Committee  on  Priorities  assigned  a  study 
of  sovereign  immunity  and  liability  insurance  for  the  state.   The 
Senate  Judiciary  Committee  in  its  request  for  the  study  suggested 
at  least  the  following  questions  should  be  addressed: 

1.  What  estimates  can  be  developed  on  the  question  of  how  much 
liability  the  state  might  anticipate  if  no  sovereign  immunity 
is  enacted? 

2.  How  may  the  state  limit  its  liability  to  actions  for  actual 
loss  or  physical  injury  thereby  excluding  liability  for  in- 
tangible damages  except  in  certain  well-defined  areas? 

3.  What  is  the  experience  of  other  states,  if  any,  where  sovereign 
immunity  is  not  exercised? 

4.  What  realistic  figures  for  limitation  of  liability  to  speci- 
fic dollar  amounts  can  be  proposed?   What  has  been  the  exper- 
ience of  other  states  in  this  regard? 
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As  a  third  priority,  the  Subcommittee  on  Judiciary  was  assigned 
to  develop  legislation  implementing  Article  II,  section  10,  Right 
of  Privacy,  of  the  state  constitution.   The  Committee  on  Priorities 
directed  that  this  study  include  review  of  the  federal  privacy  act, 
any  state  acts  relating  to  privacy,  Senate  Bill  No.  389  and  Senate 
Bill  No.  400.

Study  assigned: 

Study  the  laws  and  responsibilities  of  the  state  and  local 
governments  regarding  grassland  and  forest  fires  as  well  as 
other  jurisdictional  problems  relating  to  fires. 

House  Joint  Resolution  No.  15  and  House  Joint  Resolution  No.  23 
both  requested  studies  of  fire  protection  statutes  that  have  be- 
come a  patchwork  of  overlapping,  complex,  and  obsolete  laws  and 
regulations.   Considerable  confusion  and  expense  to  both  those 
protected  and  those  responsible  to  provide  protection  has  resulted 
The  Committee  on  Priorities  assigned  the  Subcommittee  on  Fire  Laws 
the  responsibility  of  studying  the  laws  of  Montana  related  to 
fire  fighting,  fire  prevention,  and  fire  services  with  specific 
attention  to  grassland,  agricultural,  and  forest  land  fires.

SUBCOMMITTEE  ON 
TAXATION 

Studies  assigned: 

Priority  1.   Study  income  tax  laws  to  alleviate  the  loopholes 
and  tax  advantages  provided  by  deductions  and 
consider  replacement  with  tax  credits. 

Priority  2.   Comprehensive  study  of  death  and  inheritance  taxes 
and  related  exemptions. 

Priority  3.   Study  the  property  tax  classification  system  and 
the  relation  of  tax  classification  to  land  use 
decisions . 

On  March  10,  197  5,  the  House  of  Representatives  debated  House  Bill 
No.  614,  the  Income  Tax  Revenue  Act,  on  second  reading  and  referred 
it  back  to  the  Taxation  Committee  for  further  study.   The  Committee 
on  Priorities  assigned  a  study  of  the  substance  of  House  Bill  No. 
614  to  evaluate  the  possibility  of  eliminating  the  various  exclu- 
sions from  Montana  taxable  income,  lowering  the  rates  of  the  income 
tax,  and  providing  a  tax  credit  for  the  taxpayer  and  each  dependent. 
The  Committee  on  Priorities  also  directed  the  subcommittee  to  attend 
to  the  question  of  income  tax  splitting.   The  study  assignment 
derives  from  a  letter  from  Representatives  McKittrick  and  Driscoll 
dated  March  11,  1975,  and  Representative  Yardley  dated  April  1, 
1975,  both  addressed  to  the  Committee  on  Priorities. 

Study  of  the  death  tax  laws  stems  from  introduction  of  Senate  Joint 
Resolution  No.  10  and  a  letter  from  Representative  Dan  Yardley  to 
the  Committee  on  Priorities.   The  study  is  to  develop  recommenda- 
tions for  changes  to  correlate  state  and  federal  laws  and  to  re- 
flect the  Montana  Uniform  Probate  Code.   At  present,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Revenue  finds  it  difficult  to  administer  these  tax  laws 
because  of  insufficient  statutory  guidance.   A  second  portion  of 
the  study  concerns  the  impact  of  inheritance  tax  laws  on  rural 
areas  and  the  ownership  of  family  farms.   This  portion  of  the  study 
is  based  on  the  feeling  that  there  may  be  a  means  by  which  in- 
heritance tax  relief  such  as  that  contemplated  in  Senate  Bill  No.  27 
might  be  achieved. 

The  third  priority  for  the  Subcommittee  on  Taxation  directs  a  study 
of  the  tax  classification  system  now  used  by  the  Department  of 
Revenue,  including  administrative  rulings,  for  the  purpose  of 
determining  whether  or  not  the  existing  classifications  are  equitable. 
A  second  assignment  is  to  study  the  relationship  of  property  taxation 
to  land  use  decisions  and  make  recommendations.   This  portion  of 
the  study  was  requested  in  conjunction  with  House  Joint  Resolution 
No.  51  and  House  Bill  No.  672.   Both  parts  of  the  study  were  requested 
by  the  House  Taxation  Committee.

Study  the  question  of  licensure  relating  to  artificial  barriers 
raised  against  entry  into  trades,  crafts,  and  professions  in- 
cluding reviews  of  teacher  licensing  such  as  in  House  Bill  No. 
636. 

The  subcommittee  will  study  licensure  requirements  for  entry  into 
trades,  crafts,  and  professions  to  determine  whether  they  serve 
the  purpose  of  assuring  competent  licensees  or  if  they  are  used 
as  an  artificial  barrier  to  entry  into  a  line  of  work.   A  second 
portion  of  the  study  will  consider  whether  a  professional  standards 
and  licensure  commission  for  certification  of  teachers  in  Montana 
schools  should  be  established.   The  first  part  of  the  study  expands 
on  a  request  expressed  in  Senate  Joint  Resolution  No.  29  while 
the  second  portion  is  based  on  a  request  by  the  House  Education 
Committee  to  study  the  concept  behind  House  Bill  No.  636.

Studies  assigned: 

Priority  1.   Study  the  scope  and  possible  solutions  to  the 

problem  of  public  access  to  public  land  and  waters 
across  private  land  corridors  and  the  problem  of 
hunting  and  fishing  access  to  all  lands. 

Priority  2.   A  study  to  identify  as  many  positive  alternatives 

for  keeping  land  in  agricultural  use  as  is  possible 
The  study  is  to  concentrate  on  incentives  and  avoid 
regulation. 

Priority  3.   A  study  of  fish  and  game  laws  and  the  Department 
of  Fish  and  Game. 


The  Committee  on  Priorities  assigned  a  study  of  public  access  to 
public  and  private  lands,  including  fishing  and  hunting  access 
to  a  joint  committee  composed  of  members  from  the  Natural  Resources 
and  Agriculture  Standing  Committees.   The  assignment  followed 
discussion  of  the  fact  that  at  least  five  bills  and  resolutions 
concerned  with  access  to  public  lands  were  introduced  in  the  1975 
session.   Among  them  were:   (1)  House  Joint  Resolution  No.  29 
requesting  a  study  of  the  problems  of  access;  (2)  House  Bill  No. 
43  prohibiting  fees  for  fishing  rights  on  federal  and  state  lands; 
(3)  House  Bill  No.  98,  concerning  recreational  use  of  state  land 
and  the  right  of  access;  (4)  House  Bill  No.  7  9  concerning  re- 
creational use  of  waters;  and  (5)  Senate  Joint  Resolution  No.  26 
concerning  fishing  access  to  public  lands. 

The  priority  2  study  was  assigned  to  carry  out  some  of  the  purposes 
of  House  Joint  Resolution  No.  17  concerning  maintaining  agricul- 
tural land  in  agricultural  use  without  the  regulatory  aspects  of 
that  resolution.   The  study  is  to  identify  alternative  means  of 
providing  positive  incentives  for  keeping  land  in  agriculture. 
Neither  government  ownership  nor  zoning  should  be  within  the  pur- 
view of  the  study. 

The  priority  3  study  concerns  a  review  of  the  state  fish  and  game 
laws,  the  licensing  and  fees  charged  for  hunting  and  fishing,  and 
the  effectiveness  of  present  fish  and  game  management  policies. 
A  goal  of  the  study  is  to  provide  a  basis  for  better  rapport  be- 
tween the  legislature  and  the  Department  of  Fish  and  Game.   The 
Committee  on  Priorities  specifically  excluded  review  of  the  publir- 
cation  Montana  Outdoors  from  the  scope  of  the  study.

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MONTANA  SALARY  COMMISSION 


The  Salary  Commission  comprises  eight  members  appointed  by  the 
governor,  legislative  leaders  and  the  Supreme  Court.   Creation  of 
such  a  commission  is  required  by  Article  XIII,  Section  3  of  the 
1972  Montana  Constitution,  which  states  that  the  commission  is  to 
"recommend  compensation  for  the  judiciary  and  elected  members  of 
the  legislative  and  executive  branches." 
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OTHER  PERMANENT  GROUPS 


Several  other  commissions,  councils,  and  committees  related  to 
the  legislature  meet  during  the  interim.   These  groups  are  in  all 
respects  independent  of  the  Legislative  Council  but  among  their 
membership  are  legislators  or  persons  appointed  by  legislative 
leaders.
